FLIGHT CF THE BLACK 


South Carolina lias more whites thau blacks. This is a show- 


ing made by the recent cens-us of the state. For seventy-five 
years South Carolina had more blacks than whites. Mississippi 
had more blacks than white: Florida has more blacks than 
whites: and there were black belts in many southern states 
v/here the whites, ;:s a whole, \v«rc ia tho majority iu the states.! 


War did it. The boll weevil played an active" part and the' 


Ravages of the boll wee- 
vil have driven from the southland to the northland. thousands 
of blacks who had been tenant fahners. They are going even- 
day to the industrial centers of the north. 


Employment agents for the big -railway companies are tak-

them north. Perhaps the boll weevil will prove a blessing in 
disguise for the southland. For nearly sixty years the cotton 
crop of the south has been produced by the labor of women and 
children or largely by their labor. 


There would never have been 


been for woman and child labor. 
produced a raw material that made millionaires and multi-mil- 
lionaires of the gamblers of the world as well as the kings,- of 
industry of the world. This cheap labor of the south made -Man- 
chester and Lancashire the greatest industrial or manufacturing 
centers of the Hritish Isles. 


This cheap labor continued the credit system which held in 


a mild form of bondage the millions engaged in the production 
of American cotton. 


In recent years, the lawmakers of the .south are enacting com- 


pulsory educational laws. They arc doing something substan- 
tial for the children of white tenants as well as the black tenants- 
of the south. They are compelling the southern farmer' to di- 
versify. 


Going is the one-crop falacy and th*at one crop, cotton. If the 


great industrial kings of the world need cheap cotton, cotton 
that is produced by the labor of women and children without 


wage in return, they may be permitted to go to the .-jungles 


of Africa or the papuer labor districts of China and India to 
find it. 
; 


Cotton will lie produced, lots of it, but the farmers' of the 


cotton states arc going to produce foodstuffs and foodstuffs iu 
the future and do something for those who arc dependent upon 
them. Slave labor was used to produce cotton until {he shackle:, 
of the blac.k chattel'were smashed. Now perhaps the shackles 
if women and children Avill be broken and the south will some 
day come into its own. 


If the black exodus continues, two or 
three millions of 


slacks will find their way to the states of Xew York and Xew 
England and then the critics of the .>!outli will know what Kip- 
ing meant when he said something of "The White' Man's 
Burden'-' and the heavy load the Caucasian had to carry under 
uany flags in as many countries.
